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Democracy  in  Bear  Valley

The  Normal  School  has  been  greatly  honored  this  year  by  the  visit  of  many  inter- 
resting  and  well-known  speakers. 

On  that  never-to-be  forgotten  opening  day,  September  9th,  the  Honorable  Joshua 
Hinchcliffe,  Minister  of  Education,  delivered  a  short  but  splendid  address  to  the 
student  body. 

On  the  following  Friday  and  Monday  we  received  two  very  interesting  and 
instructive  lectures  from  Mr.  H.  G.  Scott,  M.A.,  a  barrister  from  Red  Deer,  Alberta. 

In  his  first  lecture  Mr.  Scott  told  us  of  "Albania  and  the  Balkans."  He  is  a  very 
powerful  speaker,  and  held  our  interest  throughout  his  whole  address.  The  second 
lecture  dealt  with  "Poland  and  the  Russian  Frontier."  This  much-discussed  portion  of 
Europe  proved  a  source  of  great  interest  to  us. 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week  three  speakers  addressed  us  at  our  morning 
assembly.  On  October  5th  Mr.  Douglas  A.  S.  McGregor,  District  Manager  of  the 
B.  C.  Fire  Underwriter's  Association  spoke  on  "Fire  Insurance  and  the  Prevention  of 
Fires  in  our  Cities  and  Towns."  The  following  morning,  Oct.  6th,  Mr.  C.  D.  Orchard, 
of  the  Provincial  Forest  Branch,  gave  us  a  talk  on  "Forests  and  their  Protection." 
This  same  topic  furnished  the  material  for  an  address  on  Oct.  8th,  delivered  by  Mr. 
F.  A.  MacDonald,  of  the  Provincial  Forest  Branch. 

October  21st  brought  us  great  pleasure  in  the  person  of  Miss  Jean  F.  Browne, 
Dominion  Director  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross.  She  spoke  on  the  work  of  the  Red 
Cross,  the  meaning  of  the  association,  and  the  universality  of  its  endeavor. 

On  Oct.  26th,  Col.  Goodland,  addressing  us  in  our  morning  assembly,  made  an 
appeal  for  assistance  on  "Poppy  Day."  The  effectiveness  of  his  address  may  be 
estimated  by  the  hosts  of  Normal  students,  to  be  found  freezing  on  street  corners,  dur- 
ing the  Poppy  Campaign. 

The  Literary  Meeting  of  Nov.  27th  took  the  form  of  an  address  by  Captain  I. 
Sinclair,  well-known  in  all  Victoria  schools.  This  remarkable  gentleman  touched  us 
all  with  his  address  on  "Canadian  Citizenship."  He  portrayed  to  us  the  indomitable 
spirit  of  the  Canadian  people,  and  truly,  no  one  is  a  more  worthy  example  of  Canadian 
spirit  than  the  Captain  himself. 

On  Nov.  24th,  Miss  Mary  McLelland  gave  an  interesting  illustrated  lecture  on 
"Prevention  of  Blindness."  She  showed  us  the  truly  remarkable  work  that  has  been 
done  along  those  lines. 

On  January  14th,  when  we  were  in  the  midst  of  our  Winter  Bird  Observation. 
Mr.  J.  A.  Monroe,  Dominion  Government  Omcer-in-Charge  of  the  Enforcement  of 
the  Migratory  Bird  Act  for  the  four  Western  Provinces,  gave  us  a  very  helpful  illus- 
trated lecture  on  "Sea-Birds."  We  all  enjoyed  it,  as  we  were  then  deeply  interested 
in  that  subject. 

The  Literary  Meeting  of  February  5th  was  addressed  by  Captain  G.  H.  Barry, 
Inspector  of  Indian  Schools  for  the  Province.  The  Captain  is  well  known  to  many 
students  from  all  parts  of  the  Province,  and  we  were  sorry  to  see  him  looking  so  ill. 
In  his  witty  and  interesting  style  he  told  us  all  about  his  Indian  Schools. 


Captain  I.  Sinclair  addressed  the  Literary  Meeting  of  February  19th,  speaking  on 
the  subject  of  "Sweetened  Statements.1 1 

On  March  4th,  Mrs.  A.  E.  Delmage,  President  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Federation, 
addressed  us.  She  told  us  of  the  work  of  the  organisation,  and  of  the  growing  need 
for  intimate  relations  between  home  and  school,  between  parent  and  teacher. 

Our  morning  assembly  of  March  17th  was  honored  by  the  presence  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Millan, a  missionary  to  Formosa,  Japan.  The  Rev.  McMillan  is  an  Honor  Graduate 
of  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  a  man  of  great  personality.  He  was  introduced  by 
Mr.  Bruce  Gray,  and  spoke  to  us  of  "World  Citizens. "  His  address  was  greatly  en- 
joyed by  all.

Following,  we  returned  to  the  auditorium  and  gayly  applauded  the  decisions  of  the 
costume  judges.  Long  will  live  the  memories  of  Akenhead  as  "Granny1'.,  and  the  ease 
with  which  Velma  Anderson  changed  our  opinion  of  the  Five  Year  Plan  when  she  ap- 
peared in  her  Russian  attire.

The  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-one  did  finally  roll  around  as 
many  had  expected.  As  the  ninth  month,  being  September  according  to  our  dead

A  Storm  in  the  Bay  of  Biscay 

A FEW  years  ago,  in  the  Navy,  I  had  an  interesting  experience  in  a  rather  rough 
voyage  across  the  Bay  of  Biscay,  which  is  notorious  for  its  bad  storms.  The  ship, 
on  which  I  was  a  signalman,  was  a  destroyer,  the  "H.M.C.S.  Vancouver""  bound 
for  Esquimalt  from  Portsmouth,  England.  It  was  a  long,  narrow  vessel,  built  for 
speed,  the  upper  deck  being  only  eight  feet  above  the  water.  Sailing  with  us  was  our 
sister  ship,  "H.M.C.S.  Champlain."  Both  ships  had  been  purchased  by  the  Canadian 
government,  to  take  the  place  of  two  older  ships  in  the  Canadian  Navy. 

We  left  Portsmouth  one  raw,  cold  day  in  March,  steaming  past  huge  battleships 
that  towered  above  us,  past  the  Royal  Yacht  and  Nelson's  old  flagship  "Victory," 
saluting  each  in  turn,  and  then  out  on  the  uneasy  waters  of  the  English  Channel.  Here 
we  encountered  the  infamous  "Channel  chop,"  which  materially  decreased  the  number 
of  those  enjoying  the  view  on  deck. 

During  my  watch  on  the  bridge  from  8  p.m.  to  midnight,  we  encountered  many 
ships  of  all  sizes,  from  gargantuan  liners  passing  in  a  blaze  of  light  to  fussy  tugs  blow- 
ing their  whistles  in  imitation  of  their  ponderous  sisters,  as  well  as  a  few  belated  fish- 
ing smacks  with  their  clumsy  brown  sails,  tacking  harbourwards.  We  reached  Eddy- 
stone  Lighthouse  and  I  was  relieved  from  duty.

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When  I  came  on  watch  again  at  4  a.m.,  we  had  entered  the  dread  confines  of  the 
Bay  of  Biscay;  the  world  was  a  vast  heaving  mass  of  grey-green  water,  each  wave 
breaking  over  the  ship,  and  making  it  extremely  dangerous  to  move  ■  about  on  deck. 
The  ship  was  performing  many  queer  gyrations,  rolling  over  until  it  seemed  she  would 
surely  capsize,  and  then  lurching  back  on  the  other  side  until  she  would  bury  her  nose 
deep  into  a  giant  comber,  coming  up  in  a  smother  of  foam.  Between  seas,  I  struggled 
up  the  companion-ladder  to  the  bridge,  and  arrived  gasping  and  half -blind  from  salt- 
water. Our  sister  ship,  which  was  bound  for  Halifax,  was  on  our  beam,  and  was 
faring  as  badly  as  wTe  were.  Very  often  all  that  could  be  seen  of  her  was  the  mast- 
head, showing  over  the  intervening  waves.  The  remainder  of  my  four  hour  watch  is 
a  painful  memory  which  I  would  rather  overlook. 

The  sea  was  so  violent,  that  the  ship  was  obliged  to  slow  down  to  six  knots;  our 
speed  through  the  water  was  barely  three  knots.  Meals  became  very  sketchy  affairs 
attended  only  by  a  few  hardy  souls.  I  lost  all  interest  in  meals  until  supper,  when, 
fortified  by  an  afternoon's  siesta  on  the  iron  deck  below,  I  partook  of  some  sea  biscuits 
and  cold  ham. 

At  supper,  dishes  seemed  to  have  been  imbued  with  life  and  a  certain  low  cunning. 
They  had  to  be  watched  very  closely  to  prevent  breakages,  which  would  call  down 
upon  one  the  just  wrath  of  one's  shipmates.  The  washing  up  afterwards  was  perform- 
ed under  the  greatest  difficulties,  and  was  a  triumph  in  the  art  of  balance. 

That  night  was  the  worst  of  the  storm;  the  wind  was  the  howling  of  a  thousand 
demons,  and  blew  the  spray  up  into  my  face  with  great  force — like  shot  being  thrown 
violently  at  random.  My  sea-sickness  had  left  me  and  I  began  to  really  enjoy  the 
power  and  grandeur  of  the  storm  which  was  now  at  its  height. 

Early  in  the  morning  a  very  large  sea  struck  the  ship,  and  the  mast  snapped  off 
at  the  maintop,  crashing  down  in  a  tangle  of  writhing  stays  and  aerial  wires.  At  each 
roll  of  the  ship  the  mast  swung  around  in  a  huge  arc  from  its  stump,  a  veritable  scythe 
of  destruction,  threatening  to  wreck  the  bridge  and  the  wireless  cabin.  The  pipe  of 
the"  bo'sun's  mate  shrilled  out:  "Clear  lower  deck  !  All  red  watch  muster  on  the 
bridge  !"  The  watch  came  tumbling  up  from  below  in  various  stages  of  dress,  wiping 
the  sleep  from  their  eyes,  and  scrambled  up  to  the  bridge.  Then  began  the  dangerous 
task  of  securing  the  whipping  mass  of  destructive  wreckage.  A  half  hour  of  terrific 
effort  and  we  succeeded  in  lashing  it  down  safely.  The  aerial  was  a  hopeless  tangle, 
and  thus  hindered  us  from  communicating  our  plight  to  our  sister  ship. 

One  of  the  hands  swarmed  up  the  stump  of  the  mast  to  rig  a  jury  aerial.  He 
swayed  from  side  to  side  until  it  seemed  that  he  would  be  dipped  under  the  water  on 
each  roll.    Finally  he  managed  to  make  the  jury  aerial  fast  and  climbed  carefully  down 

Later  that  day,  we  passed  the  Straits  of  Gibraltar  and  gradually  left  the  storm 
behind.  Off  the  coast  of  Africa  we  got  into  wireless  communication  with  the  "Cham- 
plain,11  and  arranged  a  rendezvous  at  Las  Palmas,  in  the  Canary  Islands.
